A new call for 3750 men to leave 
for camps on or about May 29th was 
issued at 
State draft 
headquarters 
Sunday. 
Adams County must fur­ 
nish nine men and they are to go to 
Columbus Barracks. 
All but 1000 of 
the entire 
number will go to 
that 
place. 
This call is not to be confused with 
the May 25th summons which Adams 
County escaped while other districts 
will 
be drained heavily. 
The local 
board has 
not yet received 
official 
notice of the new call but expects it 
to-night 
and the list will be made 
up promptly and the selects notified. 
The Adams County draft board on 
Saturday received 
a message from 
state draft headquarters announcing 
that June 5 had been designated as 
the date 
for registration of young 
nun who 
have become 
twenty-one 
since June 6, 1917. 
Boards are noti­ 
fied 
to make their preparations 
at 
once 
for the registration 
and that 
registrars are to be limited to actual 
necessities. 
It is estimated that about 800,000 
men available 
for the military ser­ 
vice will be 
found among the 
new 
registrants this year. 
During 
the 
year beginning June 5, it is planned 
to have quarterly registrations. 
The manner in which the registra­ 
tion will be conducted here has been 
fully outlined in these columns. 
All 
cif the work 
will take place in

Ijiw Library of the Court House be­ 
tween »the hours of 7 a. rn. and 9 p. 
rn. where 
the men included in 
the 
registration call will present them­ 
selves. 
Between 240 and 250 are ex­ 
pected. 
The indication that there is to be 
a 
new registration 
of this 
kind 
every three 
months, for those who 
have become of age since the last pre­ 
ceding registration, is a new phase of 
the war preparations. 
An accurate estimate of the num­ 
ber cif men who have left the farms 
by reason of draft, enlistment or bet­ 
ter working inducements, is an in­ 
teresting feature of the census of 
Pennsylvania’s agricultural resources, 
which is being conducted under the 
auspices of the Committee of Public 
Safety and other State ami Federal 
organizations. 
In nine counties, se­ 
lected at random from the returns al­ 
ready made, it is disclosed that 4500 
men have thus been removed from 
farm employment, an average of 500 
to a county. 
Twenty 
six 
counties 
have already made complete returns 
to Robert W. Meyer, Federal Farm 
Help Specialist, who is directing the 
census from headquarters of the Com­ 
mittee of Public Safety. 
This cen­ 
sus is being made at the request of 
the United States Government. 
One 
of its objects is to disclose the actual 
labor 
requirements 
of 
farmers 
throughout the State, so that short­ 
ages may be made good by State and 
Federal organizations charged with 
that work.
